FOE  THE  YEAR  1900. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  and  MEMBERS  OF  THE  LYTHAM 

URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1900,  which  is 
the  second  I  have  made  for  the  Urban  District  of  Lytham. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

I  have  estimated  the  population  to  the  middle  of  the  year 
to  be  8,316,  exclusive  of  visitors,  and  upon  this  figure  have  based 
all  my  calculations.  The  population  is  estimated  to  the  middle  of 
the  year,  because  this  gives  the  best  average  population  for  this 
period,  and  calculations  can  be  made  on  this  as  a  basis  for  all 
periods  of  the  year  without  appreciable  error  ;  the  method  adopted 
avoids  all  risk  of  inclusion  of  visitors,  and  if  a  large  discrepancy 
in  population  is  found  (as  a  result  of  the  Census  in  1901)  between 
my  estimate  and  the  actual  figure,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
number  8,316  is  based  on  calculations  that  are  liable  to  many 


errors. 
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The  estimated  population  of  the  Lytham  Urban  District  is  distri¬ 
buted  in  the  various  Wards  as  follows:  —

This,  if  correct,  is  an  increase  of  857  in  our  population  during  the 
last  12  months,  and  is  obviously  due  to  increased  immigration  into 
the  town.  The  largest  increase  is  in  the  S.W.  Ward,  where  a  large 
number  of  new  houses  of  moderate  rental  have  been  occupied  by  re¬ 
tired  business  men  and  others  from  large  Lancashire  towns. 

This  abnormal  increase  by  immigration  completely  upsets  any  con¬ 
clusion  as  to  age  and  sex  distribution,  but  that  will  soon  be  arrived 
at  as  a  result  of  the  Census  to  be  taken  this  vear. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  1900  was  147,  69  boys  and 
78  girls,  corresponding  to  a  birth  rate  of  17.6  per  1,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation.  The  number  of  births  exceeds  the  total  number  of  deaths  by 
31,  and  the  deaths  of  residents  by  43.  This  would  be  the  natural  in¬ 
crease  of  population ;  the  estimated  increase  of  population  is  857,  it 
therefore  follows  that  814  new  comers  have  immigrated  into  the  town. 

From  Table  I.,  showing  the  number  of  births  and  the  birth  rate  for 
the  last  10  years,  it  wili  be  seen  that  though  the  number  of  children 
born  this  year  is  the  highest  on  record,  yet  the  birth  rate  is  far  short 
of  the  mean  of  the  last  10  years. 

Below  is  a  Table  showing  how  the  147  births  were  distributed  in 
the  various  Wards,  where  they  are  arranged  alongside  the  number  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  relation 
borne  by  the  infantile  mortality  to  the  number  of  births  of  each  sub- 
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division  of  the  District.

MORTALITY. 

The  District  Registrar’s  Returns  show  that  the  total  number  of 
deaths  was  116;  of  these,  12  were  deaths  of  non-residents,  and  must 
be  deducted  from  the  gross  total.  This  leaves  104-  residents  who 
have  succumbed,  and  a  rate  of  12.5  per  1,000  inhabitants.

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The  total  number  of  Lytham  residents  who  have  died  during  the 
last  10  years  is  869,  or  an  average  of  87  per  year.  The  sum  of  the 
yearly  populations  for  these  10  years  is  53,150,  so  the  average  annual 
mortality  for  the  District  amounts  to  16.3  per  1,000.  This  year's 
statistics,  therefore,  show  a  decided  improvement  upon  the  average. 

There  were  10  deaths  of  resident  infants  under  1  year  of  age, 
which  yields  a  death  rate  of  68  per  1,000  of  the  births  during  the 
year,  and  these  deaths  took  place  chiefly  in  the  poorer  houses.  The 
cottage  property  in  the  N.E.  Ward  contributed  6  of  these  cases,  and 
this  bears  evidence  of  the  varying  viability  of  children  born  of  parents 
in  the  different  stations  of  life.  This  is  owing — in  a  great  part — to 
the  different  degree  of  care  with  which  they  are  attended  to  in  the 
one  class  and  the  other.  It  is  a  hardy  child  that  can  continue  to  exist 
under  such  circumstances  of  feeding,  attention,  and  surroundings  as 
are  often  to  be  noticed  in  our  poorer  places.  Many  of  the  infants, 
however,  are  hardy  enough  to  survive,  but  they  often  suffer  severely 
in  the  process,  and  by  the  time  they  are  adult,  are  not  among  the 
best  developed  of  humanity. 

There  is  one  matter  for  congratulation  about  the  infantile  mortality, 
and  that  is  the  great  improvement  in  the  rate  (see  Table  I.)  this  year. 
Absence  of  Epidemic  Summer  Diarrhoea  of  infants  is  responsible  for 
this,  and  the  fact  of  its  absence  is,  in  a  great  part,  due  to  the  regular 
clearing  out  of  ashpits  and  the  frequent  flushing  of  street  gullies  by 
the  Council’s  workmen  during  the  summer.  But  for  the  deaths  of  5 
infants  from  Premature  Birth,  our  infantile  mortality  would  be  ex¬ 
tremely  low  this  year.  Still,  it  is  highly  satisfactory. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASE. 

Nineteen  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurred  in  1900.  A 
Table  is  subjoined  showing  the  number  and  variety  of  cases  which  have 
broken  out  in  Lvtham  since  1891.

Bearing  in  mind  that  our  population  has  almost  doubled  in  the  last 
10  years,  an  inspection  of  this  table  will  be  instructive  and  pleasing, 
and  show  at  a  glance  what  a  remarkable  freedom  from  infectious 
disease  we  have  had.  I  venture  to  state  that  no  health  or  seaside 
place,  this  year,  will  be  able  to  show  better  statistics  as  regards  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  than  these. 

It  is  still  somewhat  difficult  to  convince  parents  that  it  is  their 
duty  as  much  as  that  of  the  doctor  in  attendance  to  notify  all  cases 

of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  that  occur  in  their  houses.  The 

■ 

printed  forms  with  instructions  as  to  isolation  and  disinfection  have 
been  distributed  at  the  residences  of  all  infectious  cases,  and  have 
proved  of  great  service  apparently,  for  no  case  of  infection  of  a  second 
person  from  a  case  already  existing  in  Lytham  has  occurred  during 
the  year,  and  to  this  and  the  efficiency  of  the  Sanitary  Department 
in  superintending  the  isolation,  &c.,  belongs  the  credit,  in  part,  for  our 
remarkably  satisfactory  year. 

The  origin  of  Zymotic  diseases  is  always  most  difficult  to  trace. 
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Gross  defects  exist  in  some  houses,  and  in  others  equally  gross  in¬ 
sanitary  conditions  obtain  where  disease  is  conspicuous  by  its  absence. 
Generally  it  is  small,  hardly  perceptible  or  unrecognised,  defects  against 
which  no  precautions  have  been  taken  that  are  discovered ;  these  have 
been  overlooked  or  ignored,  and  are  the  most  frequent  accompaniments 
of  a  Diphtheritic  throat,  Erysipelas,  or  an  attack  of  Typhoid  Fever. 
The  smallness  of  the  mischief  is  its  worst  feature ;  it  is  unnoticed  or 
disregarded,  and  its  insidious  work  unheeded.  Radical  structural  de¬ 
fects  in  the  pipes  are  the  exception,  and  the  preventive  treatment  oi 
Zymotic  disease  in  Lytham  seems  to  lie  in  the  attention  to  details. 

Zymotic  diseases  owe  their  origin  not  so  much  to  faulty  drainage 
or  lack  of  proper  sanitary  essentials  and  fittings  as  to  the  carelessness 
and  bad  habits  of  householders.  One  of  the  daily  insanitary  condi¬ 
tions  found  is  a  blocked  drain  ;  fat  in  a  hot  and  molten  condition 
being  discharged  down  the  slop  sink,  this,  on  cooling,  is  deposited  in 
the  drain  with  obvious  results ;  potato-peelings,  tea  and  cabbage 
leaves  and  other  organic  matters  liable  to  putrefaction  are  thrown 
into  the  ashpit,  and  in  many  other  ways  people  sow  their  own  seeds 
of  infective  diseases. 

The  public,  however,  are  growing  more  alive  to  the  evil  effects  of 
insanitary  surroundings,  as  is  obvious  from  the  increasing  requests 
by  private  individuals  for  an  examination  of  their  property,  and  it 
should  be  understood  that  all  complaints  receive  the  attention  of  the 
Sanitary  Department  and  are  treated  with  perfect  confidence.  More¬ 
over,  it  was  decided  last  November,  that  the  fee  of  10s.  6d.  for  the 
smoke  testing  of  drains  should  be  discontinued,  and  I  only  hope  that 
the  privilege  will  not  be  abused  by  frivolous  requests,  which  would 
necessitate  the  fee  being  imposed  afresh. 

A  certain  number  of  sporadic  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping 
Cough,  and  Measles  per  year  are,  I  suppose,  a  normal  state  of  affairs 
in  every  town.  This  year  our  record  for  all  infectious  diseases,  except 
Diphtheria,  are  remarkable. 

SMALLPOX 

is  again  fortunately  absent  from  our  statistics. 
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SCARLATINA. 

There  have  been  altogether  9  cases.  The  average  number  of  cases 
during  the  last  9  years  has  been  over  12,  so  here  is  a  great  improve^ 
ment,  which  becomes  more  remarkable  when  the  increased  population 
is  taken  into  account.  As  nearly  all  these  cases  had  to  be  treated 
in  their  own  houses,  it  is  satisfactory  to  state  that  isolation  was  effi¬ 
cient,  since  no  case  had  its  origin  from  a  case  already  in  the  house*, 
or  even  in  the  neighbourhood.  There  was  no  case  of  direct  infection. 

As  a  whole,  the  type  continued  mild.  One  patient,  however,  with  a 
very  malignant  attack,  died. 

The  disease,  which  was  never  epidemic,  was  equally  distributed 
through  the  town,  and  the  cases  occurred  at  all  times  of  the  year— *3 
were  imported  into  the  town,  and  in  6  cases  the  cause  was  untraceable. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  giving  an  account  of  this  disease.  We  have 
had  5  cases  only,  with  1  death,  against  14,  14  11,  the  three  preceding 

years.  These  cases  were  also  more  or  less  distributed  through  the 
town,  and  occurred  at  all  seasons.  In  most  of  the  houses  t  the  old- 
fashioned  ashpit  and  privy  combined  was  found,  which  constitute  a 
distinct  danger,  not  only  to  the  persons  dwelling  on  the  premises 
where  they  are  situated,  but  also  to  the  neighbourhood  generally,  and 
I  trust  every  endeavour  will  be  made  to  have  W.C.s  substituted  where>- 
ever  possible,  and  I  am  ambitious  enough  to  hope  that  when  more 
progress  is  made  in  this  direction  the  number  of  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  will  show  an  improvement  greater,  even,  than  this  year’s. 

MEASLES. 

Measles  are  not  a  notifiable  disease  in  Lytham.  There  were  no 
deaths,  and  very  few  cases,  as  far  as  I  can  gather  from  my  colleagues. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  record  4  cases  of  Diphtheria,  with 
one  death  this  year;  still,  7  cases  in  11  years  is  a  state  of  affairs 
good  enough  to  satisfy  the  most  ardent  sanitarians. 
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Two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  one  house  at  the  same  time,  and 
obviously  due  to  the  same  cause.  In  all  these  cases  the  milk  and 
water  supplies  were  carefully  enquired  into,  and  found  to  be  beyond 
reproach,  but  minor  sanitary  defects  in  the  drainage  of  all  the  houses 
were  detected,  and  to  these  in  the  absence  of  any  more  obvious  cause 
must  be  ascribed  the  source  of  infection. 

Of  the  4  cases,  3  were  treated  with  Antitoxin  and  recovered,  but 
the  fourth  case  was  hopeless  from  the  first,  and  died  too  soon  for 
Antitoxin  treatment.  The  3  cases  that  recovered  occurred  in 
moderately  large  houses,  where  ample  space  and  good  nursing  by  day 
and  night  could  be  secured.  These  points  are  of  great  import, 
ance  in  the  treatment  of  any  illness.  In  fact,  no  matter  what  medical 
skill  is  brought  to  bear  on  Diphtheria  cases,  without  first-class  nursing 
and  a  free  supply  of  fresh  air,  the  chances  are  seriously  against  the

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Whooping  cough  was  responsible  for  one  death.  There  were,  in  all 
probability,  but  few  cases,  and  these  of  only  a  mild  type. 

DIARRHOEA. 

According  to  the  new  nomenclature  and  definition  of  this  disease 
(which  now  includes  deaths  certified  as  due  to  Epidemic  Enteritis,  etc., 
etc.),  diarrhoea  was  responsible  for  no  deaths. 

INFLUENZA. 

Influenza,  last  year,  was  almost  epidemic  in  Lytham  at  intervals. 
It  was  the  cause  of  14  deaths,  and,  indirectly,  the  mortality  from  this 
disease  can  only  be  a  matter  for  conjecture,  but  must  have  been 
heavy.  An  extremely  large  number  of  cases  this  spring  were  followed 
by  Pneumonia,  apparently  due  to  some  poison  derived  from  the  micro¬ 
organisms  circulating  in  the  blood,  for  no  other  theory  can  account 
for  the  uniformity  with  which  Pneumonia  has  been  a  sequel  to 
Influenza  of  late.  The  insidiousness  of  the  infection  of  this  disease, 
and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  apparently  borne  by  the  air,  renders 
escape  from  it  extremely  difficult,  and  one  attack  confers  no  immunity 
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from  a  future  one.  The  disease  is  certainly  directly  infectious  from 
person  to  person,  though  this  fact  is  rarely  remembered  by  those  who 
are  suffering,  since  it  is  quite  a  common  occurrence  for  people  to 
enter  cabs,  trams,  etc.,  before  they  are  free  from  the  heightened 
temperature  and  other  symptons,  and  thus  the  disease  has,  no  doubt, 
been  given  to  those  susceptible  to  it  who  have  had  infection  thrust 
on  to  them.  There  is  no  question  of  right  or  wrong.  To  confine 
himself  to  the  house  is  the  duty  every  man  owes  to  his  neighbour,  as 
well  as  himself. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Another  year  has  fortunately  passed  without  there  being  a  case  of 
Puerperal  Fever. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Another  dirt-engendered  disease  is,  I  am  glad  to  say,  an  infrequent 
incident  here,  only  one  case  having  been  notified. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Ten  patients,  including  3  visitors,  were  certified  as  having  died 
from  Phthisis,  and  3  from  other  Tubercular  lesions.  The  seven  deaths 
of  residents  yield  a  death  rate  of  .8  per  1,000  per  year.  This  rate  is 
about  the  average,  and  what  we  must  now  expect  with  Lytham’s  in¬ 
creasing  popularity  as  a  health  resort,  and  consequent  immigration 
into  the  town  of  Phthisical  patients  hoping  to  benefit  by  a  change  of 
air  and  surroundings. 

FEVER  HOSPITAL. 

Building  operations  in  connection  with  the  joint  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  are  in  progress,  and  on  its  completion  a  great  improvement 
may  be  expected  in  the  fever  death  rate  from  more  efficient  nursing, 
suitable  food,  and  an  ample  supply'  of  fresh  air.  It  will  be  a  great 
boon  to  the  town.  The  lodging  house  keepers,  tradespeople  and  re¬ 
latives  of  an  infectious  person,  especially,  who  have  hitherto  been 
obliged  to  temporarily  give  up  their  employment  owing  to  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  an  infectious  case  in  the  house,  will  feel  the  benefit  of  it  to 
the  largest  extent. 
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GENERAL  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  scheme  for  the  disposal  of  the  East  End  sewage  and  the  refuse 
of  the  District  has  been  in  abeyance  pending  the  decision  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  and  no  work  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  past  year.  The  defective  sewers  in  Willows  Avenue  and  Cam¬ 
bridge  Road  have  been  re-laid  during  the  last  few  months,  and  several 
of  the  new  streets  in  the  West  End  have  been  sewered  to  the  Council’s 
satisfaction. 

The  important  work  of  replacing  the  old  brick  gullies  by  modern 
trapped  ones  of  earthenware  has  been  carried  out  steadily  during  the 
year,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  anticipate  that  shortly  none  of  the  old- 
fashioned  gullies  will  be  left. 

I  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  inadequate 
supply  of  water  for  flushing  purposes  allowed  by  the  Fylde  Water 
Board  for  outside  W.C.’s.  A  three-gallon  flushing  cistern  is  allowed 
for  inside  W.C.’s,  but  only  two  gallons  for  the  ones  outside.  This  is 
frequently  considerably  less,  and  is  quite  insufficient  to  properly  flush 
the  drains,  with  the  result  that  they  are  often  blocked  and  nuisances 
arise.  As  the  Water  Board  now  consists  of  Municipal  Representatives, 
the  sanitary  and  not  the  commercial  side  of  the  question  should  re¬ 
ceive  the  greater  consideration.  Experiments  carried  out  at  the 
Sanitary  Institute  and  elsewhere  by  other  sanitarians,  have  amply 
demonstrated  that  anything  less  than  a  three-gallon  flush  is  insufficient 
for  flushing  purposes. 

The  work  of  improvement  and  conversion  of  privy  middens  into 
the  more  sanitary  contrivances  continues.  There  are  still  too  many 
ashpits.  I  advocate  the  W.C.  sj^stem  and  galvanised  iron  moveable 
ashbins  before  every  other  kind,  and  it  would  be  much  better  if  the 
existing  ashpits  were  abolished  in  favour  of  the  moveable  metallic  bins. 

Refuse  removal,  as  usual,  has  been  carried  out  by  the  workmen 
employed  by  the  Council.  Considering  the  frequent  difficulty  of  access 
to  the  backs  of  houses  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning,  I  am  still 
of  opinion  that  the  work  has  been  done  efficiently,  and  it  would  be 
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surprising  if  occasional  complaints  were  not  received  on  the  subject. 
Pending  the  erection  of  the  destructor,  the  refuse  when  removed  is, 
as  heretofore,  carted  to  the  waste  land  on  the  Marsh,  and  there  tipped. 

Pig  keeping. — The  number  of  pigs  kept  shows  but  slight,  if  any, 
diminution.  The  owners  in  a  great  many  cases  infringe  the  bye-laws 
in  that  the  pigs  are  kept  nearer  to  the  dwelling  houses  than  the 
prescribed  distance. 

In  a  town  such  as  Lytham,  which  depends  for  its  existence  to  such 
a  large  extent  on  its  visitors,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  keeping  of 
pigs  should  be  discontinued. 

Water  Supply. — The  water,  at  times,  showed  signs  of  imperfect 
filtration ;  a  certain  amount  of  peaty  matter  in  suspension  has  been 
noticed,  and  it  is  difficult  to  convince  the  householders  that  this  is 
not  a  condition  necessarily  injurious  to  health.  I  suggest  to  the 
Fylde  Water  Board  that  a  quarterly  analysis  of  their  water,  chemical 
and  bacteriological,  be  published  in  the  local  papers.  A  new  15  inch 
main  to  Lytham,  and  an  additional  lOin.  main  through  to  the  West  End 
are  now  being  constructed,  which  will  be  quite  adequate  for  the 
demands  of  the  district  for  several  years  to  come. 

Bakehouses,  Workshops,  and  Laundries. — The  Bakehouses  are  a 
credit  to  the  town ;  they  are  all  clean  and  well  constructed.  The  only 
one  which  did  not  give  complete  satisfaction  has  been  pulled  down 
and  entirely  rebuilt. 

As  regards  the  Workshops  and  Laundries,  one  or  two  complaints 
of  minor  defects  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  during 
the  year,  and  on  suggestion  being  made  to  the  owners,  the  alterations 
were  willingly  done  to  the  establishments,  and  on  the  whole  they  are 
well  ventilated  and  kept  in  good  sanitary  condition 

Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkstores. — The  model  bye-laws  for  Cow¬ 
sheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkstores  recommended  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  have  been  adopted.  They  are  a  decided  improvement 
on  the  old  regulations,  providing  as  they  do  for  the  cleansing 
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of  the  Cowsheds  at  regular  intervals,  prohibiting  gullies  inside 
the  sheds,  and  fixing  a  minimum  number  of  cubic  feet  per  head 
of  cattle.  As  regards  the  Dairies  and  Milkstores,  the  regulations  are 
more  stringent  generally,  and  clearly  define  what  has  to  be  done  to 
secure  more  efficient  cleansing,  drainage,  ventilation  and  satisfactory 
water  supply.  They  prescribe  more  definitely  the  precautions  to  be 
taken  by  milk  purveyors  and  persons  selling  milk  by  retail  against 
infection  and  contamination. 

Nuisances  and  Disinfection. — From  the  Tables  in  the  Appendix  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  routine  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  has 
increased.  The  necessity  for  disinfecting  the  rooms,  bedding,  etc.,  of 
patients  who  have  died  from  Phthisis,  ought  to  be  well  known,  as  it 
has  been  mentioned  annually  in  these  Reports  for  some  years. 

Slaughter  Houses  and  Meat  Inspection. — The  Slaughter  Houses 
have  been  inspected  at  regular  intervals.  Every  effort  is  made  by 
the  butchers  to  keep  the  place  as  clean  as  possible..  The 
carcases  of  the  slaughtered  animals  are  examined  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  has  had  a  large  experience  in  the  detection  of  disease 
in  cattle,  and  the  quality  of  the  meat  has  always  maintained  a  high 
standard. 

METEOROLOGY. 

Dailv  observations  of  the  weather  have  been  taken  from  the  instru- 

%/ 

ments  in  the  Lowther  Gardens,  and  the  Barometer  near  the  Pier 
entrance. 

The  highest  temperature  in  the  shade  was  recorded  on  July  20th  as 
81.5°  F.  ;  the  lowest  was  18.5°  F.  on  Feb.  8th.  The  total  rainfall  was 
35.40  inches;  the  average  fall  for  the  last  20  recorded  years  being 
34.37.  The  greatest  fall  in  24  hours  was  1.52  inches  Aug.  6th  (Bank 
Holiday),  .01  inches  of  rain  fell  on  180  days.
